Here is the brief report from our panel telling why we think 
overflight is urgent and presently feasible. I am not sure that 
we have made it clear that we feel there are many reasons why this 
activity is appropriate for CIA, always with Air Force assistance. 
We told you that this seems to us the kind of action and technique 
that is right for the contemporary version of VIA; a modern and 
scientific .my for an Agency that is always supposed to be looking, 
to do its looking. Quite strongly, we feel that you must always 
a.ssert your first right to pioneer in scientific techniques for 
collecting intelligence — and choosing such partners to assist you 
as may be needed. This present opportunity for aerial photography 
seems to us a fine place to start.
